KINGSTON  TOWN  REPORT 


THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the  County 
of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affaks: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next,  at  ten  of 
the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  on  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing, 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropri- 
ations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $368.46  and  the  State  will  contribute  $2,456.40  for 
Class  V  Highways,  under  the  provisions  of  the  T.  R.  A.  so- 
called. 

4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  to  be  used  for  the  permanent  construction  of 
the  Cooper's  Grove  Road  so-called. 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $500  to  continue  the  permanent  construction  of  the 
New  Boston  Road. 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $200  for  permanent  construction  of  Cottage  Street. 
(Said  Street  rvmning  easterly  from  Church  Street.) 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
the  sum  of  $250  to  recondition  the  Bandstand  situated  on 
Kingston  Plains. 
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8.  On  the  petition  of  Dorice  V.  Tompkins  and  others  to 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$500  to  rebuild  the  Road  known  as  Little  River  Road,  or  other- 
wise called  Brentwood  Road,  said  Road  leading  from  Little 
River  Road  to  the  Brentwood  Town  Line, 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen 
and  Fire  Wards  to  discontinue  the  use  of  the  Fire  Well  at  the 
south  end  of  Kingston  Plains  and  to  fill  with  suitable  material 
thus  causing  destruction  or  removal  of  well. 

10.  To  see  if  the  to'.vTi  will  vote  to  adopt  an  ordinance  for 
the  protection  and  direction  of  the  use  of  Building,  Structures, 
and  Land,  in  the  town  of  Kingston.  Said  ordinance  to  consist 
of  the  follovv^ing  Articles: 

Article  I 
This  Ordinance  is  established  and  governed  by  lav/s  of  the 
State  of  New  Hampshire,  Chapter  51,  Section  50-71,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  110,  Revised  Laws  of  New  Hampshire, 
1942,  and  Chapter  278,  laws  of  New  Hampshire,  1949,  to 
promote  the  health,  safety,  morals,  convenience  and  general 
welfare  of  the  Town  of  Kingston, 

Article  II 

A.  Every  building  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  lot  frontage 
of  75  feet. 

B.  Every  building  shall  be  set  back  from  front  property 
line  a  minimum  of  twenty  (20)  feet.  No  building  shall 
be  located  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  property  lines  (side 
or  rear) . 

Article  III 

A,  No  building  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling  shall  be  erected 
or  moved  into  the  Town  without  a  permit,  to  be 
issued  by  the  Board  of  Selectmen.  After  issuance 
of  the  permit,  construction  must  be  commenced 
within  six  (6)  months  and  be  substantially  com- 
pleted within  two  (2)  years,  except  that  the 
Board  may  extend  the  time  of  completion  upon 
application. 
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B.    No  permit  shall  be  granted  unless  the  building  will 
meet  the  following  requirements: 

1.  Every  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two  (2) 
accessible  outside  exits,  windows  excluded. 

2.  Chimneys  shall  be  constructed  of  stone,  brick, 
cement,  or  cinder  blocks  from  the  ground  upward 
and  shall  be  internally  lined  with  tile.  Any  other 
chimney  construction  that  is  approved  by  the 
underwriters  shall  be  permitted. 

3.  Outside  walls  of  wood  frame  buildings  shall  be  con- 
structed of  wood  shingles,  fire  resistant  shingles, 
siding,  clapboard,  glass,  brick,  or  stucco.  Cement 
or  cinder  block,  metallic,  or  synthetic  fabrication 
shall  be  permitted. 

4.  ;Septic  tanks,  cesspools,  privies,  or  sewage  disposal 
areas  shall  be  placed  not  less  than  75  feet  from  any 
existing  water  supply  or  public  water  body. 

Article  IV 

It  shall  be  unlawful  to  park  any  occupied  trailer  home  or 
house  vAthin  the  limits  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  for  more  than 
three  (3)  days  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board 
of  Selectmen.  This  permit  is  to  be  issued  for  ninety  (90)  days 
and  not  renewable. 

Article  V 

Any  building  to  be  erected  or  altered  for  use  as  rented 
apartments,  shall  have  a  minimum  of  two  (2)  readily  accessible 
exits  (windows  excluded)  from  each  apartment. 

Article  VI 

The  Selectmen  shall  appoint  a  Board  of  Adjustment  of  five 
members,  one  of  whom  may  be  a  member  of  the  Planning 
Board,  said  Board  of  Adjustment  to  serve  without  compensa- 
tion. The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  have  authority  to  allow 
slight  variances  from  the  specific  terms  of  this  Ordinance 
where  it  can  be  shown  that  unnecessary  hardship  would  other- 
wise result. 
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Article  VII 

This  Ordinance  may  be  amended  by  a  majority  vote  of 
any  legal  town  meeting  when  such  amendment  is  published  in 
the  warrant  calling  for  the  meeting. 

Article  Vni 

This  Ordinance  does  not  affect  in  any  way  any  dwell- 
ings, buildings,  trailers,  or  recorded  lots  that  are  existing 
or  under  construction  at  the  time  of  its  passage. 

Article  IX 

Every  person,  persons,  firm,  or  corporation  violating:  any 
of  the  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  be  fined  not  more  than 
ten  dollars  ($10.00)  upon  conviction  for  each  day  such  viola- 
tion may  exist. 

Article  X 

The  invalidity  of  any  provisions  of  this  Ordinance  shall  not 
affect  the  validity  of  any  other  provision. 

Article  XI 

This  Ordinance  shall  take  effect  immediately  upon  its 
passage. 

11.  To  see  if  the  voters  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  and 
Town  Treasurer  to  borrow  sums  of  money  not  exceeding 
$15,000  in  anticipation  of  the  collection  of  taxes  for  the  current 
year  and  to  issue  in  the  name  and  on  the  credit  of  the  town 
negotiable  notes,  the  aforesaid  notes  to  be  paid  during  the  cur- 
rent year  from  taxes  collected  during  the  year. 

12.  Shall  the  provisions  of  Chapter  171-A  of  the  Revised 
Laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  relating  to  playing  games 
of  Beano  be  adopted  in  this  town?  (This  Article  to  be  voted 
on  by  ballot.) 

13.  Vote  to  see  if  the  town  will  accept  the  Auditor's 
Report  and  the  Town  Report  as  printed.

Article  1.  Polls  were  declared  open  by  Moderator,  Arthur 
P.  Tucker,  who  read  the  Warrant.  Polls  v/ere  closed  at  seven 
and  ballots  were  sorted  until  eight  v/hen  the  meeting  was 
called  to  order  by  the  Moderator. 

Article  2.  Motion  made  and  carried  that  the  sum  of 
§88,052.75  be  raised  and  appropriated  to  defray  Town  charges. 

Article  3.    Voted  that  the  tov/n  raise  and  appropriate  the

Voted 
that  the  Fire  Wards  retire  and  dispose  of  the  Dodge  combina- 
tion truck  and  applj/  all  revenue  from  disposal  of  same  to  the 
purchase  of  equipment  specified  in  Article  8,

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Report  of  tlie  Trust  Funds  of  the 
Town  of  Kingston  on  December  31,  1954 


To  the  Citizens  of  King-ston,  N.  H. 

As  a  result  of  the  financial  panic  and  the  liquidation 
of  many  of  the  banks  back  in  1932,  quite  a  number  of  the 
Trust  Funds  lost  a  good  percentage  of  their  value.  The 
funds  that  were  affected  have  been  carried  along  at 
the  liquidated  value.  This  year  to  make  up  for  the  loss, 
your  trustees  have  transferred  part  of  the  accumulated 
interest  back  into  the  principal  account.  Some  of  the 
funds  have  enough  interest  to  raise  the  accounts  back 
to  their  original  amounts  when  they  were  established. 
The  others  we  restored  in  part  and  we  will  make  further 
transfers  from  time  to  time  until  all  of  the  funds  are 
completely  restored. 

We  have  an  Elizabeth  Abbott  Carleton  Fund  of 
SI, 000  established  in  1926  for  the  care  of  the  Abbott 
plot  and  the  excess  interest  can  be  used  for  the  general 
care  of  the  cemetery.  The  plot  had  no  monument  and 
the  three  headstones  were  not  marked.  We  have  erected 
a  granite  monument  on  this  plot  which  gives  the  avail- 
able data  about  the  family  and  we  have  reset  three  head- 
stones. 

We  are  very  sorry  to  have  to  report  that  no  new 
Trust  Funds  were  established  this  year.  We  ask  that  the 
citizens  of  the  town  at  the  Annual  Town  Meeting  raise 
the  appropriation  for  the  general  care  of  the  cemetery, 
that  more  Trust  Funds  be  established  that  will  not  only 
take  care  of  the  family  plots  but  will  also  assist  in  the 
general  upkeep  of  the  entire  cemetery.

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Report  of  Police  Department 


The  Police  Department  has  investigated  twenty-eight 
complaints,  ten  accidents,  and  two  breaking  and  entering 
charges.  We  have  also  supervised  the  peace  and  saiety  at  the 
eight  nights  of  Carnival  entertainment. 

Motor  vehicle  violations  are  on  the  increase  and  some- 
what difficult  to  control  as  there  are  approximately  sixty-five 
miles  of  traveled  road  in  the  town.  The  new  road  leading  into 
the  town  from  the  south  permits  travel  at  higher  speeds  and 
may  account  in  some  part  for  this  difficulty  of  control. 

The  Department  has  kept  within  the  small  amount  of 
money  appropriated  this  year, 

I  wish  to  thank  the  Officers  for  their  support  and  also 
Miss  Elinor  Martin  and  her  assistants  at  the  Telephone 
Office  for  the  prompt  and  courteous  service  rendered  the 
Department.

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The  Depai^tment  responded  to  twenty-eight  in-town 
calls  and  nine  out-of-town  calls  during  the  year. 

The  insured  losses  by  fire  were  much  greater  this  year 
amounting  to  approximately  $7,000.00.  This  was  due  in  a 
large  part  to  the  nature  of  the  fires.  In  many  cases  the  fire 
was  not  discovered  until  it  was  too  late  to  save  the  initial 
building.  However,  much  credit  is  due  to  the  Department  for 
preventing  the  loss  of  nearby  or  attached  buildings. 

At  the  annual  town  meeting  in  1954  the  town  voted  to 
purchase  and  equip  a  new  fire  truck.  This  truck  was  de- 
livered June  11,  1954  and  placed  in  commission  on  that  date. 
The  Dodge  Combination  located  in  South  Kingston  v/as  re- 
moved from  service  and  replaced  by  the  Ford  Pumper  from 
the  Central  Fire  Station.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Department 
that  the  new  tank  type  Fire  Truck  will  provide  the  town  with 
the  best  possible  fire  protection. 

We  feel  that  a  word  of  warning  is  not  out  of  place  at  this 
time.  The  hurricanes  which  visited  us  last  fall  left  a  great 
deal  of  debris  which  we  all  desire  to  remove.  This  spring 
many  people  will  be  accumulating  and  burning  the  unwanted 
material.  First  obtain  a  permit  to  burn.  This  is  available 
from  your  Fire  Warden.  Second,  do  not  burn  too  much  at 
one  time  and  make  sure  that  the  fire  is  well  away  from  build- 
ings and  other  combustible  material.  Third,  be  sure  that  the 
fire  is  out  before  you  leave  it. 

We  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  to  again  express  our 
appreciation  to  Miss  Elinor  Martin  and  her  staff  at  the  local 
telephone  exchange  for  the  prompt  and  efficient  service 
which  they  have  given  so  generously  to  the  people  of  the 
town  and  to  this  Department.

At  the  first  meeting  of  the  Board,  George  H.  Harrnon  was 
elected  chairman  and  the  general  duties  and  plans  for  the 
year  were  discussed.  Subsequent  m^ee tings,  of  which  there 
were  five,  were  devoted  primarily  to  the  drafting  of  a  Town 
Ordinance  as  proposed  in  the  Warrant  for  1955.  At  the  Jan- 
uary meeting,  Mr.  Sulo  J.  Tani,  Planning  Director  for  the  State 
Planning  and  Bevelopm.cnt  Ccmmissicn  joined  the  group  and 
made  suggestions  relative  to  the  proper  legal  procedures  to  be 
followed  in  presenting  such  an  ordinance  for  adoption. 

At  the  Town  Meeting  of  1954  a  motion  was  made  to  have 
the  Board  make  a  survey  of  street  light  conditions  and  loca- 
tions, according  to  concentration  of  population.  It  was  deter- 
mined that  previous  installations  v/ere  made  primarily  in  loca- 
tions vv'here  foot  traffic  was  considered  to  be  heavy.  Two 
mercury  lamps  are  located  near  the  schools  and  53  other  street 
lights  are  installed  about  the  town  without  regard  necessarily 
to  concentration  of  population. 

Other  subjects  which  were  discussed  or  suggested  for 
future  consideration  were:  prospects  for  industrial  develop- 
ment, the  provision  of  a  town  map,  the  provision  of  town  and 
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street  IdentificaLion  posts,  regulations  relative  to  acceptance 
by  the  town  of  new  streets,  town  central  water  and  sewage 
facilities,  recreational  facilities,  cind  zoning.

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Superintendent's  Report 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

I  submit  with  pleasure  my  fifth  annual  report  as  your 
Superintendent  of  schools: 

In  my  last  report  I  stated  that  according  to  the  best 
estimates  we  could  make,  the  year  1955-56  would  find  Bakie 
School  with  an  enrollment  of  202  pupils.  It  is  indicative  of 
Kingston's  growth  that  as  of  January  1,  1955  the  enrollment 
at  Bakie  School  was  not  193  as  estimated  for  this  year,  but  an 
even  200  pupils.  The  following  table  will  show  that  the  year 
1955-56  will  bring  an  end  to  the  time  that  combined  grades  are 
feasible  for  Bakie  School.

As  you  can  see  by  the  table  it  will  be  impossible  to  com- 
bine grades  7  and  8  another  year,  and  that  the  smallest  com- 
bination of  consecutve  grades  would  be  44  pupils  which  is  still 
too  large  for  any  one  person  to  teach. 

In  view  of  the  fact  that  the  possibilities  of  a  6  year  Co- 
operative District  High  School  for  this  area  is  under  study,  it 
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lias  been  thought  advisable  in  1955-56  to  provide  for  holding 
the  first  grade  class  in  quarters  outside  the  Bakie  School  thus 
making  room  for  the  additional  teacher  for  the  7th  grade. 
This  would  provide  a  year  for  the  present  Planning  Commit- 
tee to  work  with  the  School  Board  on  the  study  of  a  Coopera- 
tive High  School,  and  a  proposed  Building  Committee  to  work 
with  the  School  Board  in  studying  plans  for  an  addition  to 
Bakie  School.  In  either  case  the  School  Board  would  be  ready 
with  definite  proposals  Vv^ith  preparation  for  1956-57.  It  is  your 
Superintendent's  opinion  that  this  action  makes  good  common 
sense  and  should  provide  the  best  possible  solution. 

NEW  TEACHERS 

Mrs,  Helen  Amazeen,  K.T.C.  1937  with  previous  teaching 
experience  in  Fremont  and  Brentwood  to  replace  Mrs.  Alma 
Gallagher  who  resigned  because  of  ill  health.  Mrs.  Amazeen 
teaches  grade  2. 

Mrs.  Edna  Wardwell,  Gorham  Teachers  College,  1930  to 
replace  Mrs.  Marguerite  Hill  who  resigned  because  of  ill  health. 
Mrs.  Wardwell  teaches  grade  6. 

Miss  Sara  Jane  Cummings,  U.N.H.  "54"  to  replace  Miss 
Irene  Tanguay  who  resigned  to  marry.  Miss  Cummings  is  do- 
ing an  outstanding  job  in  her  first  year  as  music  instructor. 

HOT  LUNCH 

It  is  getting  to  be  a  habit  to  say  that  Mrs.  Holmes  and 
Mrs.  Towne  are  doing  their  usual  fine  job,  but  such  is  the  case. 
Even  though  the  number  taking  hot  lunches  has  practically 
doubled  in  the  last  five  years,  there  is  still  plenty  of  good 
wholesome  food,  efficiently  prepared  and  served  each  day. 

REPAIRS  AND  REPLACEMENTS 

New  gliders  on  desks  and  chairs  have  been  installed  by 
Frank  and  have  cut  down  unnecessary  noise  to  a  minimum.  The 
weather  stripping  of  all  outside  doors  has  aided  materially  in 
conserving  heat  as  v/ell  as  eliminating  drafty  floors.  The  over- 
head insulating  of  the  new  addition  has  also  added  to  comfort 
and  economy.   All  improvements  naturally  cost  money  in  the 
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doing,  but  soon  pay  for  themselves  in  decreased  maintenance 
costs. 

TESTING  ANID  GUIDANCE 

As  Mr.  Scanlan's  report  is  included  in  this  overall  report,, 
I  shall  only  say  that  our  Guidance  Program  is  developing  satis- 
factorily. Future  plans  call  for  more  attention  to  vocational 
aspects  for  older  boys  and  girls  as  well  as  continued  attention 
given  to  elementciry  scliool  problems.  It  is  planned  to  broaden 
the  base  each  succeeding  year. 

In  closing,  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the  School 
Board,  Mr.  Haight,  as  Principal,  the  teachers  and  citizens  for 
their  cooperation  and  interest  in  making  the  Bakie  School  one 
of  the  best.  Your  friendly  spirit  has  made  my  work  in  Kingston, 
very  pleasant.

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Guidance  Blrector^s  Report 


To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  members  of  the  School 
Board,  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

It  is  with  great  pleasure  that  I  submit  to  you  my  third 
annual  report  as  Director  of  Guidance. 

The  choosing  of  their  career  and  the  planning  of  their 
education  with  that  goal  in  mind  is  one  of  the  most  important 
decisions  that  our  pupils  will  make  in  their  lifetime.  It  is  the 
philosophy  of  Guidance  that  there  is  a  fitting  vocation  for 
every  boy  and  girl,  one  to  which  his  or  her  aptitudes  and  in- 
terests are  well-geared  and  in  which  that  student  may  discover 
the  satisfactions  of  achievement  and  self-realization,  and, 
further,  that  each  individual  boy  or  girl  should  be  provided 
with  the  opportunity,  the  incentive,  and  the  time  to  make  this 
choice  wisely,  with  the  help  of  adequate  info'rm_ation  about 
himself  or  herself  and  adequate  information  about  the  voca- 
tion in  which  they  are  interested. 

Through  the  program  of  Guidance  services — the  setting- 
up  of  the  Individual  Inventory  for  each  pupil,  the  testing  of 
each  pupil  with  the  University  of  New  Hampshire  Occupational 
Guidance  Tests,  the  Occupational  Information  file,  the  Bulletin 
Board  program  at  Sanborn  Seminary  and  at  Bakie  School,  and 
the  individual  counseling  conferences  with  the  Guidance  Direc- 
tor, sixty-eight  of  the  pupils  of  Kingston  reaching  that  stage  in 
their  lives  Vv'hen  they  must  make  that  decision  have  this  year 
had  those  very  important  advantages. 

An  objective  of  a  program  of  Guidance  services  which  is 
reached  after  a  few  years  of  that  program's  operation  is  a 
wiser  and  more  mature  attitude  toward  the  choosing  of  their 
careers  by  the  pupils.  This  attitude  is  developing  among  our 
Kingston  boys  and  girls  and  this  change  is  taking  place  even 
.among  our  seventh  grade  pupils.   It  is  needless  to  state  that 
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when  a  vocational  career  is  chosen  early  school  becomes  more- 
purposeful. 

The  testing  program  covering  the  4th  and  6th  grades  was 
carried  out  early  this  year.  The  nineteen  4th  grade  pupils  and 
the  thirty-two  6th  grade  pupils  were  tested  on  the  attainment 
of  Reading,  Arithmetic,  and  Language  skills.  The  results  in- 
dicate the  excellent  work  our  teachers  are  doing. 

These  tests,  along  with  the  individual  tests,  are  helping  to 
provide  for  us  a  more  complete  picture  of  the  pupil — his 
academic  ability,  his  special  aptitudes  and  his  weaknesses,  his 
interests,  and  his  personality.  We  can  then  see  more  clearly 
his  needs  and  provide  for  them.  We  are  directing  our  atten- 
tion this  year  to  those  students  who  may  not  be  reaching  a 
desired  standard  in  the  reading  skills.  During  the  current 
months  Vv^e  are  making  plans  for  steps  which  will  help  those 
students  become  more  proficient  in  this  all-important  ability. 

We  are  spending  now  about  forty  percent  of  our  time  in 
developing  our  Elementary  School  Guidance  program.  In  this 
part  of  the  overall  program  we  v/ork  with  the  pupils  in  the 
earlier  grades — from  the  first  grade  up.  Because  of  difficulties 
which  may  arise  in  the  earlier  years  of  their  schooling  a  poor 
attitude  may  develop.  The  techniques  of  Guidance  are  tech- 
niques by  means  of  which  these  pupils  may  be  taught  to  adopt 
as  their  own  those  habits  of  mind  and  emotion  which  will  result 
in  a  more  healthy  attitude.  This  year  nine  pupils  are  being 
worked  with  on  this  basis. 

The  Child  Study  course  for  parents,  so  well  received  in  the 
past  two  years,  will  be  held  again  this  year  in  the  union.  In 
order  to  make  it  easier  for  more  parents  to  attend  it  is  planned 
to  hold  it  in  April  when  the  weather,  it  is  hoped,  will  be  better. 

This  course  is  one  of  the  areas  of  the  Guidance  program 
which  we  are  trying  to  develop  and  one  to  which  we  look  for- 
ward in  the  future  with  a  great  deal  of  hope.  It  is  a  long-term 
project  and  we  are  much  encouraged  by  the  response  of  the 
parents  to  it. 
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In  closing  I  would  like  to  say'  that  because  this  is  a  Pilot 
program  and  the  first  in  New  Hampshire  to  be  tried  on  a  union 
basis  there  has  been  a  great  deal  of  attention  centered  on  it 
both  by  other  school  systems  interested  in  guidance  for  their 
ov/n  pupils  and  by  officials  of  the  State  Board  of  Education. 
The  comments  made  by  these  educational  leaders  have  been 
very  encouraging.  For  my  part,  I  would  like  to  say  that  a  large 
part  of  the  success  of  the  program  is  a  result  of  the  extremely 
high  order  of  cooperation  and  support  given  it  by  the  Super- 
intendent, the  members  of  the  School  Board,  the  teachers,  and 
the  parents  of  Kingston.  For  this  cooperation  and  support  I 
would  like  to  express  my  sincere  thanks.

To  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  School  Board  Members  and 
Citizens  of  Kingston: 

It  gives  me  pleasure  to  present  this,  my  second  report  to 
you.  Health  functions  are  continuing  as  before,  with  fine  co- 
operation from  parents  and  teachers.  It  is  because  of  this  co- 
operative spirit  in  your  community  that  I  find  it  a  real  pleasure 
to  work  with  you. 

Much  of  the  school  nurse-teacher's  work  is  dependent  upon 
teacher  observation.  Through  working  in  close  relationship 
with  them,  we  can  more  easily  attain  the  objectives  of  the 
school  nursing  program.  These  are  primarily  to  provide  learn- 
ing experiences  for  the  child,  not  only  that  he  may  become 
more  self-directing  in  matters  relating  to  his  own  health,  but 
also  that  he  may  become  more  aware  of  his  responsibilities  to 
others 

This  year  the  N.  H.  State  Department  of  Education  has 
published  its  first  guide  for  a  school  health  program.  A  copy 
has  been  sent  to  the  School  Board  and  to  your  school.  I  hope 
everyone  v/ill  acquaint  himself  with  the  contents  of  this 
manual,  not  only  to  become  aware  of  recent  trends  in  school 
nursing,  but  also  that  we  may  all  work  together  to  attain  the 
highest  health  goals  for  our  children.  It  cannot  be  stressed 
too  strongly  that  if  a  child  does  not  have  good  health,  he  is  not 
a  whole  person,  and  therefore  cannot  possibly  achieve  v/hat 
his  potentialities  would  otherwise  allow. 

In  relation  to  this  fact,  I  should  like  to  make  one  sugges- 
tion, the  fuliillment  of  which  v/ould  help  us  who  are  vv^orking 
for  good  health  in  all  our  children.  I  v/ould  like  to  see  a  phy- 
sician obtained  for  the  school.  This  could  be  a  simple  matter 
in  relation  to  expense  to  the  town,  and  time  expended  by  a  doc- 
tor, and  yet  be  a  great  value  to  the  well-being  of  our  children. 

In  closing,  I  should  like  to  thank  all  Vvho  have  helped  in 
making  the  school  nursing  program  successful.
